Chopin Playing 
By James Methven 
Campbell 
(Gollancz, £14.50) 
James Methuen CampbeH has 
mot vied with critics like Harold 
Schonberg and Joachim Kaiser 
in writing just another book 
about pianists. Believing 
Chopin's music to have played 
“an especialy significant role 
ir drawing together musicians 
and musiclovers from all parts 
of the world”, while at the 
same time remaining open “to 
a wider variety of successfı in- 
terpretations than that of any 
other great composer, with the 
possible exception of J. S. 
Bach ”, he has preferred to con- 
centrate on just those artists 
with a special Jeaning towards 
the great Pole. First he ex- 
amines Chopin himself at the 
piano, and such famous contem«- 
poraries as Liszt, together with 
their pupils and disciples. He 
then divides the ever widening 
cîrcle of Chopin players into 
national schools carried right 
through to the younger genera- 
tion of today:

Rise in marriage age planned 8 
Bangladesh strives to 
cut population growth

Dacca, March 16 


Bangladesh, one of the world’s 
most densely crowded countries, 
is planning to raise its marriage 
age as part of its largest and 
most comprehensive drive to 
bring its population growth 
under control. 

Women can marry at 16 and 
men at 18 at presenr, and three 
quarters of women have their 
first child by the age of 17. 
The Cabiner is now framing 
legislation to raise the le, 
age of marriage to 18 for 
women and Z1 for men. It is 
hoped to have the law enacted 
in the next session. 

A doubling of food produc- 
tion and a considerable de- 
crease in population are the 
Goyernment'şs most pressing 
objectives. These are a simple 
matter of survival for a country 
where nine tenths of the people 
are rated as poor, . 

Iu less than a generation the 
population has doubled to _ar 
estimated millioa. The 
is essentially a chroni- 
cally flood-prone river delta of 
55,000 square miles, smaller 
than England ard Wales (58,000 
square miles). Projectioos of the 
country’s population by jhe end 
of the century vary from 143 
millions to 170 millions. 

Such forecasts appal the 
Government. It wants the popu- 
laton ro be held well below 
these estimates.

The skill that was once the 
prerequisite of every genteel 
young lady and any housewife 
with a family to dress, is now 
booming business once again. 
For without a pin to pierce 
the price büùbble of high 
fashion, the cost of getting 
dressed can be prohibitive. 

Holiday clothes are a 
fruitful area for the home 
dressmaker, because it jis 
important to’ most women to 
have something new to take 
away, and becauşe the season 
of ligbtweight clothes is so 
very short. : 

You could almost coumt on 
fingers aud thumbs the 
number of occasions during 
1980 when it was possible to 
wear a convyêitioial summer 
dress, even with its soulmate, 
the woolly cardigan. Cotton 
clothes, especially those 
imported from India, are still 
fairly cheap, but anything 
that makes a dent in your 
budget and spends weeks 
inside your wardrobe is still a 
relative Îuxury.

So even when the’ engineers 
eventuafly get the nuts and bolts 
richr, there will remain the for- 
midable hurdle of passenger 
acceptance of a train that tilts 
like a tobosgan as it hurtles 
round bends. Have British 
Rail tried to gn too far too 
fast? Or alternatively, hove 
they failed tro provide the en- 
gineering input and commitment 
that so large a step required ? 

British Rail hare put an awful 
lat into APT and left a suitable 
alrernarive dangerously late. But 
the option of a more conven- 
tional fast electric train for the 
late eizhties has to be looked 
a! seriously in the flight of 
APT's alarmingly recurrent set- 
backs.

Will the _latest setback to. 
British Rails 160 mph 
Advanced Passenger Train 


(APT) finally spell the demise 
nf this potential worldbeater 
that obstinately refuses to come 
right ? 

The tilting aerodynamic 
train rar was to revolutionize 
BR's intercity service in 1978 
has been delayed repeatedly 
ane technical taut after 
another and the best achievable 
deadline for entry into passen- 
zer service, May 1986, is now 
pushing uncomfortably close tn 
the requirement for new stock 
for newly electrified inter-city 
services—assuming, as eve 
ance now does, thar the Gorern- 
ment will shortly approve BR's 
massive £1,000m bid for electri- 
fication of 8Û per cent of its 
main lines—in the mid-eighrics. 

The APT is the much more 
advanced. electrified successor 
to the fairly conventionally- 
cngineered High Speed Train 
(HST) already in service on the 
East Coast and Western main 
Jines. Though both are now 
restricted for commercial rea- 
sons to 125 mph in service (the 
APT was designed for twice 
that speed) the HST would in 
practice take half an hour 
longer from London to Glasgow 
hecause of its slower accelera- 
tinn and cornering. 

Abandonment of the APT 
nuw and its replacemear by a 
hurriedly cobbled-together elec- 
tric version of the AST would 
be a severe blow to BR's inter- 
city competitiveness against air 
travel in the late '80s and 90s. 

But if the latest problenı— 
rhe_ danger that approaching 
APTs locked at full tilt might 


callide at certain pinch points .

The report he refers to (NRPB- 
108: see The Times article, 
February 17) is one of a series in 
which we describe our preliminary 
radiological assessments of The 
methods which have been proposed 
for dispasal of high-level radioactive 
waste. The principal aim of these 
assessmenrs Js EO provide guidance 
for the research into waste disposa) 
by identifying those areas where 
Further knowledge is required before 
each of the methods can be fully 
evaluated, 0 

When rhe research has been corm-. 
pleted it will be possibie to carry 
our more cocıprebensive radiological 
assessments, the restkts of which 
will form one of the inputs to a 
decision on which disposal merhod 
to adopt. 

Thus our recommendations for 
further research do not imply that 
no “safe " fuetkod for disposal of 
high-level waste exists nor that none 
is ever likely to be discovered. They 
indicete only that there is insuffi. 
cient informatioo at present to 
decide which of the options under 
consideration is the most acceptable.

The only 
reason ‘why this bas suddenly 
beconte such a contentious ques- 
tion. is that there has never 
within memory been such a 
division on the Budget berween 
the economic ministers and a 
substantial section of the Cabi- 
net, 

Yet the underlying question 
remains the same for this and 
for any other administration : 
should the effective decisions be 
left to a very small number «of 
ministèrs for the sake of confi- 
dentialiry, or does the Cabinet 
:as a. whole have the righr to 
discuss the strategy that will 
gorern so much of the sovern- 
ment's operations while there is 
sill rime to change it?

But on the 
most important features of the 
Bill. the Government has 
remained adamant, even though 
it has scarcely had the best of 
the argument ; and proceedings 
in the Commons mav give it the 
opportunity to snatch back some 
of the concessions already 
exacted fram ir, in particular last 
nights defeat over footpath 
closures. But it would be a 
mistake to reopen this issue.
